Claim 1 is not inventive in light of each of the above documents. 

Document 1 discloses "a graphical user interface which visually expresses an information presentation and an 
information extracting operation..." Document 2 discloses "a touch screen system for people with disabilities 
providing an access screen presenting multiple paths of communication and multiple methods of input for a 
variety of disabilities." Even though these disclosures are directed to a small set of persons, it is considered that 
"the adaptable world interface" of claim 1 is a workshop improvement over the disclosures. The "capability of 
the GUT 1 as in claim 1 "to display a variety of presented levels of complexity ....according to the individuals 
level...." is considered to be an arrangement within any competent worker in tlie art would have been expected to 
make and would be well within the general knowledge of any such appropriately skilled person. 

The objection applies similarly to claim 1 1 which is a method claim for the interface of claim 1. 

The appended claims are found not to add any inventive features. The features therein are considered to be the 
inessential adaptations of the cited art and/or elements of common general knowledge. 
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
